It has been only a halt century since ue began learning anew the power and 
possibilities of pictures their s allies in comnumications The stereopticon \iews of a 
bygone era were a plaything largely a luxury 1 he cincmatogr iph was for the di\ ersion 
of cluldren and grown ups with juscnile minds Educated men and women apologized 
when they were seen coming from motion picture shows Comic strips were condemned 
even for children 


But all these uses of pictures and tlrawings svere conditioning factors m a pro 
gressive communications resolution Little by little reproduction of pictures svas 
improved Little by little their mass appeal came to be recognized So called yellow 
journalism popularized the comics Motion pictures introduced newsreels and drama 
tized Dickens and Thackeray Advertisers dared cartoons and humorous sketches to 


overcome sales resistance Like so many other radical movements in history the 
demand for pictures was fiom the masses upward Tlten m journalism came The 
Mid Week Pictorial Photo History and eight years ago Life and LOOK witli their 
purpose to glorify pictures to make them dommate tile nnga/ine page to have them 
tell the story using exphnatory text in a subordinate position

CHAPTER 1 


Four Basic Uses of Pictures 


If this book fulfills its purpose it will 
shou how in recent years periodicals 
have devised a lechi^ue of blending pic 
cures w ith v\ ordsTo create a new means of 
commun ication The book will also an 
al)^e that technique for tlie benefit of 
those who wish to understand it ind per 
haps work with it 

Let us confess at the outset that the new 
technique is in its infancy Only the mer 
est beginning has been made in develop 
mg It Ts a conveyer of information 
That beginning however has been im 
prcssive Millions of persons throughout 
the world ire now reading the picture 
language which appears on most of the 
pages of this book— a language largely de 
vclopcd m the last decade 

Piopcr understanding of this hngtngc 
begins with understanding the various 
ways in which modern pci lodicals employ 
pictures *11111 by pictures arc meant not 
onlv photographs but also drawings 
paintings charts graplis cartoons am! 
other meins of visual communication A 
glance at one of today s successful picture 
magaiincs vmII res cal that much of ns 
editorial content is the work of crayon 
jKii and brush as well as camera 
roruinatcly for the picture slory ssriur 
or picture story producer as some editors 
prefer to call him he has the same impor 
tanirole m creating a story utilizingdravv 
mgs as in creating one done s»nh photo 
graphs Ills IS the rcs{>onsiliility for plan 
ning f »r developing the story line as the 
lIollysxofKl phrase goes or getting the 
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right angle as magazine editors often 
say and for writing captions and text so 
that words blend with pictures into a 
smooth cohesive whole 

It ts not an easy kind of writing Some 
exjJert craftsmen dealers m words for 
twenty yearsormore find it beyond them 
Others balk at spending three fourths of 
their time in planning and supervising— 
as the picture story producer often must 
do— and only one fourth at tlte typewTiter 
\ei for the man or woman with a genu 
me feeling for the medium there is a 
deep personal satisfaction m producing 
and wTitmg picture articles 

The role of the writer will be discussed 
m greater detail later m this book Our 
cliicf concern m this chapter is with mod 
ern methods of using pictures m pcriodt 
cals ^lo^e or less arbitrarily we have de 
cidcd lint there are four basic methods 
Many other analyses arc possible but 
these four categories cover virtually every 
published picture 

I ILLLSTRATION FOR TFXT 
Tor years newspapers and magazines 
havcilhisiratcd and decorated text articles 
with drawings and photographs Em 
phatically that dots not transfonn a text 
article into a picture story as many 
ssriters erroneously assume The illusira 
turn of text IS not a primary concern of 
this IxKik but in any study of the picture 
story technique it must be noted that 
there is a difference lietween using pic 
tures as iltuslraimns and using them to

Pictures used as illustrations do serse 
useful purposes the) dress up the 
printed paj^e make it more atiractne

In this categoiy lies the modern pic 
ture magazine s most important contribu 
tion to the art of communication It is the

ObMOUsly any article in which text 
and pictures are combined is a picture- 
text combination in one sense In this 
book howe^er the words picture-text 
combination are used to describe an 
article in wludi the story telling is done by 
related pictures arranged m some form 
of continuity The text in such an article 
is imi>ortani but subordinated to the pic 
turcs and nnidi of u is presented in the 
form of lelated captions 

Such an article is rarely if ever the 
work of one person The key to success 
m handling the picture slory is coMabora 
tion- teamwork A team of three is just

4 PICTURE STORIES WlTHlV TEXT STORIES 

Magazines often employ a picture story 
continuity within a text story to increase 
readership bj making jlie stor y visua lly 
appetizing They are most likely to use 
the device when tlie story is on a serious 
subject Tests among all kinds of readers 
demonstrate that sudi picture continui 
ties enormously increase the reading time 
spent on these articles 

This dev ice of course embodies a com 
bination of categories i and s or more 
rarely i and 3 

Reader tests show that the connected 
picture story used as illustration often 
gets twice the readership given to the text 
It accompanies yet the tests also reveal 
that the text benefits from the picture 
story often getting twice the reader time 
It would rccciv c if it were presented alone 
To summarize most imjxirtant here is 
classification No 2 the picture text com 
bination invohinguscof re/rt/erf pictures 
m some form of continuity 
Tlic creation of such an article is usual 
I) die result of collaboration among three 
or more jicrsons 

Most of the time of a picture siory 
producer or writer (the term will be used 
interchangeably) is sjicni in planning the 
article in arranging for photography or 
an work and in sujicrvisnig the work of 
plioiograplicr or artist Only a fraction of 
Ins time IS sjient m aciual writing 
That actual writing liowevcr may de 
leniiinc the success or failure of the ar

CHAPTER 2 


What Is a Good Picture? 


T\e |IA^E SEEN that ilic picture text com 
bination article backbone o[ tlie modern 
picture magazine is constructed b) ar 
ringing related pictures in some form of 
continuity and by smiing text so that it 
IV ill blend svith pictures into a cohesisc 
$tor> But no arrangement of picttircs and 
no svriting however skillful can tnns 
form a set of poor pictures into a good 
article 

So although the picture story writer 
need not have much technical knowledge 
of photography he must have an under 
standing of picture v alues and picture cf 
fects This 1 $ true whether the pictures 
are photographs or drawings though in 
this chapter we are concerned only with 
photograplis the special problems in 
volved in doing picture stories with draw 
mgs are discussed in Chapter 6 

The question What is a good picture? 
will produce as many answers as you care 
to seek The salon photographer in 
terested in making an artistic impres 
Sion is likely to scorn the action shots of 
the news photographer The.latter recip- 
rocates the feeling The portrait special 
ist probably has little in common with the 
cameraman who delights in sweeping in 
dustrial panoramas And so on until the 
layman becomes giddy 

The experienced producer of picture 
articles can utilize all kinds of photo 
graphy The beginner is advised to be 
guided by two general rules 

1 Concentrate on pictures of people do 
ing things that they normally would do 


in places w here the iction iiormilly would 
nkc piicc 

I Narrow the focus— to one person if 
(Hissiblc 

1 ike all rules these irt nndt to be 
broken in exceptional circumstances 
However it is invirnbly true tJiat the 
producer or w riter w lio departs from them 
IS reducing his chances of success 

In ihc light of that fact the question 
we arc trying to answer becomes some 
thing like this ^Vhat is a good picture for 
our specific purpose— the creation of a 
picture text combination article? 

There is still no answer applicable to 
every picture Human judgments differ on 
photographs as they do on paintings and 
politicians However dehnite qualities to 
be sought in individual pictures aside 
from their relation to the whole story are

CHAPTER 3 


Picture Continuities 


Webster defines tlie word continuity in 
two ^vays 

1 Quality or state of being contmu 

ous 

2 Something that has or gives con 
tinuousness or sequence speahcally a 
scenario for a motion picture 

For our purposes the second definition 
js the more important and the example 
of a motion picture scenario is apt many 
of the problems involved in constructing 
picture articles are similar to those m 
volved in making movies 

Once die subject of the article has been 
decided the biggest problems facing the 
writer are focus and cohesion the one 
bearing on the other 

It has already been suggested that the 
broader the focus the greater the difficul 
tics and that the ideal picture story focus 
IS one person In actual practice howeier 
so narrow a focus is not always possible 
and \arious other deiices besides concen 
irating on one person must be used in 
building an article into a cohesive con 
tinuous whole 

Vnal^sis of successful picnire articles to 
Jeam what holds them togctlier reveals 
that there are seven commonly used types 
of continuities Published examples of 
them wiU be found on subsequent pages

For the picture slorj writer the first 
five types of continuities are most impor 
tant but this chapter will attempt to de- 
fine all seven and demonstrate how they

A simple chronology virtually defines 
Itself It IS an unrehev ed time sequence re 
quinng no particular starting point or 
conclusion Its pictures and captions are 
held together only by their common sub- 
ject matter Tour mothers album depict 
mg your youthful years is an excellent ex 
ample of a simple picture clironology 
and the album device has become a favor 
ite with writers and editors handling pic 
ture stories of important personalities 
(For examples of the simple chronology 
type of continuity see Mtdns in Moscou 
on pages 8o-8i A Baby s Aflonoon on 
pages S” 83 llomeii Ucrriors on pages 

84 85) 

A narratiic chronology is also a lime 
sequence but a more complicated one It 
has elements to be found in a good piece 
of riction— definite beginning suspense a

CHAPTER 4 


Ideas for Picture Stories 


It is axiomatic m magazine offices that 
an article can be no better than the idea 
behind it a conviction as true of picture 
arucles as of text articles Poor execution 
can spoil a good story idea it is true but 
even brilliant execution cannot rescue a 
bad one 

There are now dozens of publications 
using picture stones of one kind or an 
other v\ ith varying frequency It is impos 
sible to set up rules to guide the selection 
of ideas for all publications since each 
has Its own audience and its own pcculi 
anties We have to deal in generalities 
and attempt to provide standards which 
will apply to most of the large circulation 
media using picture story ideas more or 
less regularly 

Discussion of these standards centers 
iround answers to two questions 

A By what criteria should picture-story 
ideas be judged? 

B ^Vhat are the best sources of such 
ideas’ 

The first question may be answered by 
listing five qualities vshicli arc essential 
to good picture stories 

1 An interest that transcends spot 
news a Vitality that cannot be sapped by 
news developments 
" Picture impact 
Sharp focus 

I Focus on people as opposed to 
things 

5 Universal interest 
The frst of these qualities is appir 
cnil) difficult r>r many writers to under 


stand especially those with newspaper 
experience They point to Ltfe as an ex 
ample of a magazine whicli publishes 
news picture stories They are right Life 
does publish some although a great many 
of us true picture stones are not depend 
entona current news peg But no other 
lar^ circulation magazine uses picture 
stories m die news field One reason is 
this most picture articles require consid 
erabie planning and their preparation is 
generally a time consuming process An 
idea for a picture story which will be 
dated in a few weeks or even montlis 
IS therefore of little value 
Of no greater value is an idea whicli 
does not provide the kind of picture m 
terestand picture impact which have been 
discussed m previous chapters This cri 
tenon prov ides another difficulty for most 
writers who are accustomed to thinking 
in terms of words lb succeed as creators 
of picture story ideas and of the stonts 
themselves they must stop thinking sole- 
ly in terms of word images and begin 
thinking m terms of visual images as well 
Ono* a writer has learned to visualize a 
story his battle is half won 

TJie third desirable quail ty sharp focus 
has already been stressed rcpeatedlj It 
cannot be stressed too often nothing so 
handicaps successful execution of a pic 
ture story as planning it with too broad a 
scope \ single picture story on a small 
town VNOiild be possible but difficuli on

Tni riRsoNAUTY ARTiCLF IS im|K)runt to 
in) modem nnss circuhtion publication 
Any editor sclhng nonfiction to niilltoiis 
of renders knows that he can interest 
more of \hem with stones about people 
than he can with nny other single dcMcc 
or combination of dcMces Tint is why, 
today nonfiction is an essential tiigrcdi 
ent in national magazincs-e\cn in those 
which desote half or more of tbcir cdi 
tonal space to fiction 
The penonaluy article feeding a tre- 
mendous human ajipetitc for inlormation 
about human beings has been the key 
stone of many a magazine s success The 
N<ty lor/fci s high place in iis own self 
limited field is largely attributable to its 
profiles — smoothly written biographical 
sketches frequently cruel and sardonic 
iisualU sitirical but almost, always inci 
si\e informatue and cntcriaining Life 
runs similar but generally less biting 
jneces under the heading Close Up 
The Saturday riming Post Colliers 
Liberty and most general monthly maga 
zincs all dcsote a considerable sliare of 
their nonfiction space to ouinght biogra 
phy of one kind or another Tc> a lesser 
extent so do womens scrsice magazines 
and the leading fisluon periodicals 
Picture magazines generally try lo tell 
stones in tei nis of people ind in terms of 
UUP prism wlictKstr jiossiblc The pic 
tore profile if wc may call it that presents 
jKCuliar problems not applicable lo the 
text profile along smiIi those common to 
both 1 he picture storv ssriter attempting

Personality article subjects fall into one 
of three categories 

1 The well known personality 

2 The little known personality who 
will Intel est millions of people because of 
his unknown accomplishments oi hts tc 
ceninciiics He miy bt either iheioora 
scrcssball but there must be soine.tliitig 
lascm iting or exciting in las experiences 
to make lam worth a story 

5 The Imle known personality ihrougli 
svhom can be told a story of nuional or 
inicrnation il significance Example an 
overworked elderly doctor whose dailv 
life holds up a miiror to national coruli 
lions caused by a wartime 1 ick of siifli 
cient medical care in the United States 

Of the three the well known peison*<l 
iiy IS editorially most important Any 
number of tests have shown us that m 
article built around a known identitv « 
genuine national celebrity will almost m 
variably attiact more rcadciship than i 
stylisacally even more intcresling piece 
sleahtig with a comparative unknown 

Consc(|ucntly the first cnienon for 
cvnluating any suggestion for a {icrson 
aliiy story is ilic answci to this question 
How well known is he Some vMiurs 
make llic mist ike of assuming tliat a 
ch inner v^ell known to them and tlicir 
friends is vscll knovsn to evcryhoily »'• 
that a local celebrity is a national one 



The editor o£ i iniioml pubhcntion ctn 
not consider any subject really well 
knoiMi who isn t as famous in Sacramento

The second yardstick to be applied is 
summed up in this question is there a 
good reason ior doing an article on him

CHAPTER 7 


Producing the Picture Story 


The various steps in the production of 
a picture story are described in piciure- 
%tor) form in this chapter The chapter 
outlines the procedure of only one mag 
azine a procedure not differing in any 
major respect from those of other pub 
lications using picture text combinations 
Our story is done with thirty photo 
graphs As with most picture artides it 
could have been done with more, or few 
er It was edited to show every necessary 
step but many possible pictures were 
eliminated to prevent padding 

The article being produced m these 
photographs is not of earth shaking im 
portance It is a simple tale of how young 
children absorb knowledge from play 
with building blocks This type of story 
was diosen deliberately, to emphasize the 
. that even the most modest of pic 
e narratives requires the lime effort

mg to create picture stones can benefit 
from the experience of those who have 
been struggling with the problem for 
years From such struggles hav e come tliese 
general rules for the writer producer 

1 Finish the preliminary, basicresearcli 
on your subject before you plan a picture 
It IS imjjortani that you be as thoroughly 
informed as possible on every aspect of 
tlie story before you try to outline it or 
write a picture shooting script for it 

2 Be sure of your angle and focus 
before you get down to the sCTipl The 
best way to do this is to think in terms of 
the title or headline that seems best to 
tel! the story you want to tell 

3 Make your shooting script as detailed 

as possible If in doubt about a picture or 
camera angle include it 

4 Confer with the photographer about 
the script and other phases of the story 
until you are sure that he understands its 
objectives and planned structure as well 
as you do 

5 Make certain tint the photographer 
takes every picture provided for m the 
script but don t let it be a strait jacket 
for him In the field let him shoot any 
picture appealing to his imigimtion 
whether you have planned it or not No 
amount of planning in an office enn estab- 
lish every picture situation whicli V'dl 
occur when you arc on location Some- 
times ihe best shot of all will pop up un 
expectedly

CHAPTER 8 


Trade Journals and House Organs 


A GLANCE at any newsstand m America is 
enough to convince anybody that maga 
zine publishing is a very big business in 
the United Stales Yet, even the largest 
newsstand tells only part of the story, for, 
in addition to the 2,800 general maga , 
7ine$ competing for consumers dollars, 
there are thousands ot speaalized publi 
cations never offered for sale to the gen 
eral public. 

Most of these are either trade journals 
or house organs A trade journal, defined 
for purposes of this chapter, is a magazine 
published in the interest of a given in 
diistry, trade or profession Under this 
definition the Journal of the Amertcon 
Medical Atsociation ts a tndc journal, 
and we so regard it, know mg full well that 
us aggressive editor. Dr Morns Fishbein, 
will boggle at having it classified in a 
group whicli includts leaks and Drips, 
a vsonh) publication devoted to the wcl 
fare of the plumbing business 

In this group of indc jourmJs arc 
roughly s joo piiblicaiions with 3 com 
bincd tonl of more than 7^, nulhon cir 
cuhtion 1 here is it least one journal for 
ncirl) every tndc profession or industry 
A house organ is a imgarmc ptiblishtd 
in the interest of a single business finn 
or group of firms operating under com 
nion ownership Best rstiniues place the 
number of house organs published cur 
rtntl) in the U S at Oooo or more and 
till ir mmbmed rirculation at 50 millions 
In form ii tlicv. publications r mge all ilu 
way fiotn nunitographcsl |»cp sheets to 


handsome, well printed, modern maga 
zincs Almost all are circulated free to em 
ployees dealers, or customers of the com 
panics paying the bill Better employee 
relations is the piime objective of most 
house organs A few are designed to im 
prove dealer or customer relations 
With a few exceptions the basic dif 
fcrencc betw cen these tw o groups and the 
general media magizmes so far as pic 
lure story publishing ts concerned, is a 
simple matter of tlie budgeL While such 
magazints as 1 OOK or Life can and do 
maintain teams of writers and pliotog 
raphers who spend weeks and travel thou 
sands of miles dev eloping a single picture 
story, few if any of the business piibhca 
tions and only one or two of the house 
organs can afford this expense as a regu 
lar procedure 

■^ct the picture story is .as valuable a 
publishing tcclmiquc for both of these 
groups as it is for the gentral magazines 
And both business publications andlioust 
orgnns rigid irly use the jiirturi story, 
often with good effect

Writing the Picture Story 


In a LITTLL BOOK entitled Wuttng Is 
M'orA, Mary Roberts Rinehart says 

"Of one thing the reader can be cer* 
tain, the more easily anything reads, die 
liarder u has been to ^^nte. There is no 
such thing as light hearted spontaneous 
creation in die mind, before it is set down 
on paper." 

Ponder those words In them is wis 
dora born of wide, successful experience 

"You write with ease to show your 
breeding, 

"But easy writing’s curst hard reading ’ 

Writing, as a popular author has said, 
IS a great deal like hitting yourself on the 
head with a hammer— when you stop, it 
feels wonderful 

Writing is indeed work, to some extent 
downright drudgery, and an agonizing 
kind of drudgery to boot But for most 
writers, compensations greatly outweigh 
the agony Rarely does even the most 
case-hardened practitioner lose the thrill 
that comes from seeing his own words on 
the printed page 

Picture story writing has its peculiar 
aspects and perplexities, but it also has 
much in common with other forms of 
writing Like the others, it has the basic 
objectue of communicating facts and 
ideas to the reader All ivnling worthy of 
the name is communication, and the 
more liicidl) and immediately xt com 
municates, the better it is 

Writing,’ Slid Laurence Sterne, *’is 


but a dilfcreni name for conversation" 
Some writers contend that this is an over 
simplification, but Sterne had the right 
idea If )ou can write so that the reader 
understands jou as well as he would un 
derstand the conversation of Im inttm 
ates. you are "getting over" to him and 
your work is succes$ful-at least to the 
extent that what you vs rite is worth com 
municating 

Of necessity, picture story writing, like 
most magazine WTiting, is of die kind 
called "popular " Do not let the adjec 
tive frighten you, even though it maj be 
spoken with derision by your more in 
tellectual friends Harvey Deuell made 
excellent sense when he said 

"There is much confusion about what 
IS called 'popular vmting,* many speak 
ing of It as if It were synonomous with 
poor writing Nothing could be farther 
from tile truth A popular bit of writing 
may be a classic, and certainly much of 
the unpopular esoteric stuff is abomin 
able ’ 

A mass audience should be a spur to 
qualitative writing, rather tlian a deter 
rent 'Mass ’ means all kinds of people, 
high and low, rich and poor, Phi Beta 
Kappas and fifth graders Communicat 
ing facts and ideas to such a cross section 
of humanity in a single medium is poi 
sible but many writers with "literary 
reputations have never learned how to 
do It ‘ Popular” writers have to know 
how and in learning many of tlicm ac 
quire dunnaion At the very least, tlicj 
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learn the Mrtue o£ clarity 
Anne Hummert a radio executive 
vvho has emplojed scores o£ writers puts 
It this wa) 

It isn t hard to make >ourselE clear to 
a Harvard professor No matter how you 
stumble or how badly you express your 
self he IS fairly certain to understand 
what you are trying to say It is the per 
son without education or an elastic mm 
who must have everything said to him 
clearly and succincil) "Vet never can the 
story be so childish that your more so 
phisticated readers will be offended 
So-called popular vmtmg is often 
first rue judged by any standard Some 
of It IS forever a part of literary history 
As has often been said A book has one 
leg on immortality s trophy when t e 
iiords are for children and the meanings 
arc for men 

In all writing simplicity and 
clarity are the greatest of virtues an 

most difficult to acquire 

Although tie have known and dealt 
mtli hundreds ol wTiters we do not knot 
any short cuts to simplicity an 
tty In our espertence ‘hey have ^n 
achieved only by writers who ‘ 

bonously through three processes 
ouch preparation proper organiz

ORGANIZATION 

Important as it is m any kind of 
wTiting organization of a picture story 
should be neither complicated nor diffi 
cult for a writer who has clearly thought 
out what he wm^s to say 

Here again the picture story writer lias 
an advantage Before he can start to 
write he has had to decide on a focus and 
a chronology or some otlier continuity 
device He has a lajout m front of him 
on which his article has been thoroughly 
orginized visually He has merely to 
iinkc his text pattern conform to the 
visual pattern 

We know that this sounds simpler than 
It 1$ but wc also know that it is less diffi 
cult tlian organizing a text piece from 
scratch whether fiction or nonfiction

REWRITING 

One of our colleagues is fond of saying 
There is no such thing as good writing— 
there is only good rewrtltng 
We know some exceptions that can be 
cited to prove him wrong but he is at 
least 98 per cent right 
We have been told as you probably 
have that Voltaire vvTOte Canclide in tlirce 
days and tliat even the best copyrcidcr 
can t cut out a sentence without hurting 
It To that we can only comment that wc 
don t know anv modern Voltaires 

We have heard that Heywood Broun 
used to dasli off i 000 words of acceptable 
prose in a half hour, and tint Clarence 
Budington Kclland wrote one chapter of 
^fruoim while he was dummy m 
bridge game Both stones may be true 
for all vse know Mr Broun was an ex 
ccptional man atid Mr Kelhnd to this 
day IS turning out novels at a pice which 
the iveragc writer can only consider 
breath t ikmg Even so we suspect that 
long and concentrated incubation was 
a substitute for rewnting-that Broun

If space IS limited a magazine article 
may have the same kind of lead Or it 
may begin with a climax or high point of 
the exposition and flash back to the
